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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


1.  Evaluated  Vocational  Education  in  Montana. 

Organized  and  conducted  a  systematic  evaluation  of  secondary,  post- 
secondary,  and  adult  vocational  education.  We  accomplished  this  in 
part  through  volunteered,  unpaid  time  of  the  Council  members  exceeding 
1100  man-hours.  Conducted  a  mail  out  questionnaire  review  of  voca- 
tional education  as  reported  by  549  vocational  teachers.  Initiated 
a  study  of  employer  attitudes  toward  vocational  education  which  will 
be  completed  by  October  1,  1973. 

Conducted  a  public  meeting  inviting  the  general  public,  educators, 
business,  labor  and  industry  to  express  views  on  vocational  education. 
Submitted  Third  Annual  Report  on  Vocational  Education  to  U.S.  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  and  National  Advisory  Council  with  commendation 
of  the  report  being  one  of  the  top  three  in  the  nation. 

2.  Assisted  43rd  Legislature. 

Provided  members  with  data  gathered  by  the  Council  regarding  education 
and  especially  vocational  education.   Appeared  and  testified  at  committee 
hearings  upon  request  and  upon  Council  determined  appropriatness .   Again, 
provided  service  to  the  State  many  donated  man-hours  of  the  Council 
members . 


Advised  the  State  Board  of  Education  through  the  Third  Annual  Report, 
regarding  importance  of;  career  education,  post-secondary  vocational 
education,  a  thorough  review  of  vocational  education,  as  well  as  eight 
additional  recommendations  regarding  vocational  education. 


Advised  the  State  Board  of  Education  on  the  development  of  the  FY-74 
State  Plan  for  Vocational  Education. 

The  Council  contributed  several  man-hours  to  the  study  and  recommenda- 
tions for  the  development  of  the  State  Plan. 


5.   Carried  out  completion  of  Public  Information  Project. 

Completed  our  responsibility  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  and  the  National  Advisory  Council  on  Vocational 
Education  for  the  development,  distribution  and  showing  of  public  service 
TV-films  bringing  an  awareness  of  vocational  education  to  the  Montana 
public .

•  Gather  accurate  and  timely  information  relative  to 
vocational  education. 

•  With  maximum  utilization  of  resources  available  provide 
constructive  advice  on  vocational  education  to  the 
executive  officer  for  vocational  education  and  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

•  Provide  advice  to  the  U.S.  Congress,  U.S.  Office  of 
Education,  National  Advisory  Council,  Governor  of 
Montana,  Montana  Legislature  and  other  agencies  and 
individuals  as  appropriate. 

•  Work  cooperatively  with  interested  parties  in 
promotion  of  quality  vocational  education  in  Montana. 
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PROGRAM  ACHIEVEMENTS 

•  Conducted  fifteen  on-site  evaluations  of  vocational  education 
in  systems  offering  secondary,  post-secondary,  and  adult 
vocational  education. 

•  Conducted  one  public  meeting  on  vocational  education  with 
participants  from  industry,  business,  labor,  education, 
students,  and  the  public  in  general. 

•  Held  six  regular  Council  meetings  at  which  the  needs  of 
vocational  education  were  reviewed. 

•  Council  members  and  staff  participated  in  visits,  meetings 
and  conferences  relating  to  vocational  education  in  Montana. 

•  Met  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  three  times  during 
which  the  Third  Annual  Report  was  submitted  by  the  Council; 
Recommendations  of  major  importance  to  vocational  education 
were  presented  and  Council  comments  on  the  State  Plan  for 
vocational  education  were  made. 

•  Completed  Public  Information  Project  on  Vocational  Education 
involving  TV  advertisement  of  secondary  and  post-secondary 
vocational  education  opportunities  in  Montana.   This  project 
was  done  in  cooperation  with  the  executive  officer  for 
vocational  education,  State  Board  of  Education  and  National 
Advisory  Council  on  Vocational  Education. 

•  Staff  and  Council  members  met  with  several  small  groups 
and  committees  in  support  and  development  of  vocational 
education. 

•  Submitted  the  Third  Annual  Report  to  the  U.S.O.E.,  U.S. 
Congress,  Governor  of  Montana,  Montana  Legislature  and 
numerous  other  agencies,  (over  500  copies) 

•  Met  with  NACVE  and  other  SACVE  in  national  meetings  to 
exchange  ideas,  concerns,  and  procedures  nation  wide. 

•  Maintained  liaison  between  U.S.  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  particularly  through  the  offices  of 
Senator  Mike  Mansfield,  Senator  Lee  Metcalf ,  Representative 
John  Melcher  and  Representative  Richard  Shoup.
